Shall tUa Itoad Tolls be Abolished ? 

Tbo Mainland fiiya, yot!— linn Baid 
bo for yeais. Wual Bays Vancouver 
iBland ? Let us brtve a littlo plaiu talk 
upon tho subjeot. 

Vakcotjvkk.— Good morning Mr 
Mainland, So yon want to got rid of tbo 
Hood Tolls, do you ? 

Mainland, — Yes, Mr Vancouver, I 
do. The tax is noi only a \ory uoavy 
ouo, but it iB cxccBPivoly vexntiooF; 
und cow that the dotit incurred in 
building the road bos been assumed 
by tho Dominion, it is no longer just, 

Vancouver.— Tho tax is doubtless 
heavy; but compare it with tho benefits 
it represents and it moat appear light, 
iudoed. For inetunoe, how iar would 
that two coats a pound go in freight- 
ing it there were no Waggon rood ? 
And, a8 for tbo vexotioua part of the 
Rtory, why, for tho matior of that, all 
taxation, especially diicct taxation, is 
more or less vexations. It is true, as 
you say, that Canada has taken off the 
debt, but yon appear to forgot thm 
"liruisli Calumbm Btiil pays interest on 
that debt. 

Mainland.— How do you mako that 

aP 'VANConvr,B.— In this wnj: Inasmnoh 
as tho debt of British Columbia was 
smaller in proportion to its population 
than that of tho other Provinces at tbo 
time of Union, tbo Dominion Govern, 
rueut nudertook to pay to th'w Province, 
in half yearly instalments, at tho i nto 
cf five per ceot.intorest on tbo difference. 
Tbo road debt amounted to 01.0 million 
dollars at tbo timo of Union. Five 
per cent. on that would bo fifty tbonsnnd 
dollars, which sum ibis Province has 
to pay, or has bad to relinquish, which 
practically amounts to tho sumo thing, 
for all time to come. And, besides that, 
there is an annual expenditure nccess- 
nry of about thirty tlioubai.d dollars to 
keep the road iu repair; eo that the 
road is actually costing tbo Provincial 
Exchequer at therate of eighty thousand 
dollars a year. The assumption of the 
debt by Canada docs not, therefore, 
materially ufl'oct the justice of tha tax 
of which you complain. 

Mainland — 1 confess 1I10 matter did 
not upptar to mo exactly io that light 
beforo. Tbo great nii-stako appears to 
consist in tho habit you havo formed 
of thinking cf tbo road as a sectional 
or local good. You have asked me to 
think of what would be the cost of 
freighting to the interior if tbero wero 
no wagon rcud. Now, i ask yoa to 
consider what the Province would bavo 
amounted to to-day bad there been 11 - 
wnggon ruud? Whut would Viotoria 
have amounted to if that road bad 
never been built 1 The truth is, we 
would have had no country to make 
over to Canada. British Columbia 
•would havo been nowhere,— Victoria 
Btill a small trading-post of a fur com- 
pany. But look at the trunk roud as 
cbe,great artery of the couutry w — neces- 
sary alike to tho well-being of every 
purt— essential lo i'.fl very existence, iu 
tact, and the justice of making it a 
charge upon tho general revenue, where 
it would Jail lightly, — tbo Injusuco of 
making it lall with crushing, parylizing 
•weight upon a teclion will appear 
sufficiently obvious. 

Yanccuvkk.— It must bo confessed thut 
their is much weight iu what you euv. I ad- 
mit tbo common interest ; but it occurs to 
me tbui over and above that iboro isnlso u 
Bjecial loteraal which maUt'9 it neither un- 
reasocable nor uuju-d that ihoso who u.-e the 
roud directly should pay a dhattax for it in 
uddition to that which they wo Jd pay iodi- 
reotly in common with the rest ol the com- 
mooity;acd yoa mast know that tho roud 
tolls full l'ur short of mecliDg tho cultro 
charge. 

MxiNLiNn.— Considered in ire abstract 
join proposition daoa net setm altogether 
noieaaonable ; but 1 would invite you to look 
at ttis question in the light of the special 
circiiinsiaocts aou interests turrouadiDg it, 
The Toll Collector meois Commerce at the 
bubs through tho Cascade Range, thrusts his 
linr.de into both pookets und takes out two 
cents a pound— not infrequently ull that in 
tbeie leafing it to' run us luce,' or r jaw- 
bone ' ne it is sometime" called, for all the 
, CB t ' of tbo rouir. Comicenciog with 
Yule and ending with Barkarvillp. or, if you 
Jike it better, Omtaeco; tho waggon- 
maker, the horse, ehoer, the barnesB-maksr, 
ibe hotcl-kteptr. tbo proirendcr-auijplier; all 
must wait lor their money lor many wearj 
mouths until rituros can counalrom the mur- 
kot of destination. Now, have you ovor 
thought what a heavy impost two cents 
pound really is ? Two dollars a hundred I 
Forty dollars ■ ton II ft is nail the value ol 
some commodities. And do you imagine 
that Commoroo is content to get back the 
two ceutB thus paid out long btlorc the 
market is reached ? Not to, indeed 1 Th.ee 
cents or, more likely, four cents e|ponnd is 
whet' these to la meu:i to tho consumer. 
Just think of four cents a pound upon ivory 
unpolled article,— upon rami og implements 
uailB. soap, oat.dlos, sugar, bacon, lard, 
butler in short, upon every artiole ol cloth- 
ins most articleeol food ondeverj implement ol 
Biningor baodicri.li ; yen, and upon mining 
and milling machinery. Then think of tho 
farmers having to pay four cen's per pound 
upon every imported article lhey_ consume, 
wear use— tho machinery and implnmentaj 
empl'oysd io husbandry. On a harrow, lor 
Instance, it might b.» presumed to amount 
,o sixteen doilara-00 a plough, say, too 
dollars Need leay that the inevitable ol. 
feot ol such a tax is to increase tbo puce ol 
|j,j DP ; and operating io tho interior and pro- 
portionately letard progress, cluck develop- 
ment und paraljte industry ( Elsewhere nod 
uuder other oiroumBtsnoea the tax might bo 
endured; hut in my case it is the straw 
which breaks the CBmei'a buck. iheio are 
diireincs lor thousands and industries fur 
hundreds lying idle swing to ibe dearnssj 
ol living and operating m the interior. 

Vancouvfk— Vou make oni a petty 
.ironfl case,l will admit: but would not 
vou bo satisfied if one-ball of (he road mils 
wen, taken eU ibis joar, with a project of 
tL remaiodei being Bwept av»sy next year 
or the veat following 1 . ., 

M ainlani) — No. For many years has tho 
abolition cf mose tolls bean rtsiuifcd; and it 



was alone the etrtitenod financial ^ciroumn 
Btaneesofihe Colony and tha annual claim 
for interest and finkinp; fund staring it in 
tho face ibnt has kept them en till now. 
With the disappearance of these conditions 
iho tolls must disappear, 1 too. I tell you, 
Vancouver, it is a Provincial ntcmily and 
must he dona. You, eir, must learn lo cul- 
tivate more enlarged and enlightened views 
and tee in the development and prosperity 
ot tho great country East of iho Cascade 
Range your own interest and prospeisiiy. 
Already havo I paid iut-) the goueral tree,- 
uury of British Columbia uearly half a mil- 
lion dollars in ibe form of road lolls, and I 
am determined 10 pay no mor*; and what 
is more, if you will porsiBt in tutting a nar- 
row, sectional, shortsighted view of such 
questions, there will ho an end of that eoi- 
diality between us to becoming und so es- 
sential to our happiness and prosperity. Just 
now wo may bn nearly equal in strength, 
weallh, and ltfiuoDce; but, looking to tho 
no very distant luture, it will bo still moro 
your true interest to cultivate a ijocd under- 
standing and live in harmony, having one 
common aim, as wo should havo one com- 
mon interest. 

Vancouver— When you bavo ibe boat of 
the argument, os "I'm free to maintain " 
iB the case io this instance, you should not 
threaten. Perhaps, alter all, it would be 
boat (or both of us that tho road should bo 
treated us a Provincial one. 1 will think 
seriously over what you have said and may 
yet be nbio to see tho mutter ua you do. In 
uny cuee, bo assured that I urn uciuated by a 
desire to do what is ri^ht between u?, and 
what will ba most for tho good of tho Pro- 
vince as a wholo, feeling that ibe truo in- 
terests ot both are. or ought to be, identical. 

Mainland. — My dear Vancouver, that is well 
spoken. I did not, however, iutend what I 
said as a threat, but rather 113 a warning. De>< 
pend cpon it, both of us will laio bost aa 
lriends, cordially working together for acorn, 
mon oiiject. Oar relations are such that 
neither can any to iho other, " I huve no 
need of thee." In this respect, wo aro rather 
liko tke Siamese Twins,— oco of whom, by tho 
way, is said to bo dying. Is it your opinion 
that the other of thoso celebrated twins will 
Burvivo ? 

Vancouver.— I could scarcely renturo an 
opinion where science itsalf maintains a 
prudent reticence, Hut, to rovert to tbo im- 
mediate subject of our conversation, let mo 
assure yon, my dear Mainland, that what you 
hwe fluid has impressed mo very much, und. 1 
hoptiwe may understand each other better in- 
tho future. Meanwhile, bolieve me, I am anx- 
ious to do yon every justice, not only in ihe 
matter of Koad Tolls, but in any other ques- 
tions that may arisei 

Uainlakd.— I am glad that I hava had this 
opportunity of forming a more juat estimate 
of your character. You appear to bo a mueh 
better fellow than tho representations of pro* 
fessed friends had led mo to think you ; nnd 
I am convinced that it will bo much bettor 
that wo should thus coma together and talk 
frankly than to baso our opinions and ac- 
tions upon the representations of officious go- 
betweens who may bo actuated by occult 
motives and may ieally_ w sh to keep up a 
feeling of estrangement and jealousy between 
ns. As a first and indispensable step, 1 hope 
you mny bo able to Boe this Hoai Toll queu. 
lion as I do, and bo prepared lo join with 
m< in abolishing tho tax. Good morniag.

JHhMViuter- 



Among tha paescrip;er3 by tho Oitor from 
Skeeua Rivor wo were gladloobserve P O'- 
jiailly, Esq., Ominecn Gold Commi<Niorior, 
Dtid G B Wiight, Esq. Mr O'lloilly left 
Fort St Jutnct) od tho lGih November, aud 
wn b [our days in crossing Stuart LuUq ows 
irjg to ioo and winds. At Babioe Liilio Mr. 
Wright joined Mr O'Reilly and started in u 
cauoe to cros?, a diotauco o( ICO miles. 
When aboat bti I way across tbey ranched 
oolid ice, over which tboy atletnpicd to <Jruf? 
the canoes lor n tiny. They were then forced 
to abandon the canoes and reached a point 
to within ten milea ol the foot of the Lake, 
whore tboy lound opon water again. They 
then made for the shore und woJed along 
tho edge of tha lake — frequently up lo thoir 
knees in the water — and hoally reached the 
foot of the lake. They then struck across 
the divide, oo Ibu summit of which the snow 
wob (our feet deep, and there they lound ihe 
weather colder tbon tho theriuu aider would 
indicate). At the Fork'', the Skeena was 
found to bs frozen und thoy decided lo tuke 
the None trail. They were 14 doysin walking 
to tho Upper Indian village ou Naas river-- 
a dislauuo of 120 miles— and bad to wade 
through from to 4 ft. ot new, liuht snow. 
At the Naas village ihey got Indians r.nd 
oatno down Naas liver on tho iee. ubuut 3D 
miles. Sinking open water theto ihey toi.k 
a caoce to Fort S'tppson and ihenco lo 
tho Skeeoamouth, where tbey learned, wilh a 
feeling of keen disappointment, tbat lha Ot- 
ter bad left for A'iotoria 12 hours previously. 
About Ihe 15tb of December, Mr Wrigbt 
went over lo Tocgus to signal tho- Gussio 
Telfair ; but Baa passed without culling in. 
Mr Wright was detained three weeks at 
Fere Toogas, uo&bie to cross in coosiquence 
of high winds, although tha distance is only 
15 miles. Meanwhile complaints were 
mado of Indian murders, whioi Mr O'Reilly 
investigated and committed four piisouera 
for trial. The party wttfc well provided with 
Indians, provisions end warm clo'hing.

Arrived next day at Wood- 
cock's Landing and at Hetlakfitbla on Tubs* 
day morning, and arrived at Missett, Q C. 
Island. Left again next day and reached 
Fort Simpson on Thursday morning, and left 
again the same afternoon, calling at MetlakaUi- 
la, Woodcock's Landing, Bella Bella, Bella 
Coola, Fort Rupert, Alert Bay and Nanalmo. 
The Quasio Telfair, which left Nanaimo on 
the 18th January only passed Alert Bay, ou 
the way to Sitka, on tho 23d. The bark Zephyr 
and brig Orient arrived at the Stone Quarry, 
Nanaimo, yesterday.

Passengers.— Judrro O'Rielly, G B Wright, 
Robert Middieton, W U Woodcock) Messrs 
Hlekley, Megris, Ireland, Cain, W lloore, and 
8 others froai Skeena, and Messrs Nelson and 
Huson from Alert Bay. With the exception of 
two days' fog, the Otter experienced liner 
weather this trip than any for a year post.

From Skeeua River. 

Mr. Moso Irelncd, the Omineca Express- 
man, who oatno dowu iD the Olter, says 
ho went back to tho spot where Nelson's 
parly ached Ihe furs and ekitiB in December 
and recovered about S1000 worth. The two 
men who wura loft behind on Skeena River 
reached Woodoock's Landing the day prior 
to tho sailing of the Otter and wero brought 
down yesterday. These men g» VQ out on the 
downward trip ond started back. Ooe of 
them caught o mouso which was oil he had 
to hubeist upon for eevou days I Iio was 
badly frozen io the feet and hud laid down 
to die. Tho Otter managed to roach some 
Indians who went beck and rescued the fro- 
zsn man und both wore taken to the village. 
Hero tbey were treated badly by the natives, 
who sold them prosrsions ut enormously 
high rates. When their money gave out the 
Indians threatened lo not holes in the ice 
aud drown them in Iho chilling currout. Up- 
on tho promiao that the distressed mon 
would show them where Nelson had cached 
tho lute, their lives were spared and they 
were brought in canoes to Woodcock's Land* 
ing. One of too mon (Dutch George) cut 
off one of his loos — tho flesh tiist hav- 
ing left tho bonoE— end is ablo to walk. The 
other is quite helpless and was sent to tho 
hospital. Another man, who was Buffeting 
from rheumatism, camo down by tho ©tier, 
Tho float-ice has ontirely disappeared from 
tho mouth ol Skeeon; but the river is lrcz?n 
across ut a point 25 miles ubove Woodcock's 
aud Iroui there to Kilsalas. No miuurs bad 
arrived at the mouth from Omiuoca. Pro- 
visions woio ohcup and plentiful. 

Murders of Long Ago. 

The four alleged Indian murderera brought 
down by tho Oiter wero plaosd in gaol yes- 
terday. One is charged with killing an- 
other lndiau 1863. Two others, in oompuuy 
wilh another, uinco dead, in 1802, met a 
boat in which were three while man ou ihoir 
way to Victoria from Stek n. Iho Indians 
prolcssed friendship and while the white 
men's atteniioti was drawn, killed two and 
wounded the other. The wounded man bog- 
ged to be spared, but ihey flew him. About 
two yours ugo ouo of Ihe Indiana foil eick 
and confesBudJto another IndiaD, aud shortly 
died. Upon the strength of that confessian 
the two Htirvivora were takeu into custody. 
A fouith prisoner is a Chief ol Kilkatluh. 
It is charged that io 1862 he met iwo whito 
men in a cunoo on tho way to Stekie. Tbey 
usked I'jr directions as to the route. The 
Cbiar piloted them to an Inlet where be 
cluughtered both and then ran through the 
Indian village boasting of what he had done 
and exbibitiog the ecalp*. For ibis crime 
be was made Chief. The Chief conlosaes 
that be killed tbo men, but eays that he wus 
annoyed and wronged by Ihern. All Hie 
arrests were mado by order of Mr OK;illy.

'-Yaoh, reports a very high tide a lew days 
ago, which did some damage.

CAIItKS, TIlElIt USES, PAST AND PItESENT. 

Tbo ncly mouumonts to which poople in 
a rude stuto of civilization seem to have 
beon anxious (o givo durability, nro their 
are graves, and to the contemu of thoso we 
must look lor any traces of the character and 
manners of these who built them. From 
the remotest rgua it ia customary to mark 
for future generations tho list rcstinR place 
ot thu honored dead by raising mounds moro 
or less olovated, according to tho power and 
influence of tbo deuiiased. The larger and 
more perfect tho mode of construction of the 
mound or cairn the moro did it show the 
power nod influence of tho person to whose 
memory they wore eroctod, which can be 
proved from tho fact that il wo Und a email or 
budly couslructid mouud .ve uro cure to find, 
on opening it. that it encloses the remains 
of a eh iid or a young person. If a grown-up 
porBon thoy muet have bad no property. Tho 
more they i,eem to huvo bad to give awuy, 
tha more poics wero token wi<b their coirne. 
It ia customary to this day amongst tb* 
Northern Indians to give their children un 
ugly name on purpose to inspire them to 
acquiro property, with which they can buy 
un honorable name from their Chief; and 
also Ibcit tbey may attain habile of indOBtry 
and ultimately become Chiefs thomselves, 
when all the tribe will come nnd build 
them a respectable hou j o with their family 
orost (an eagle or a crow, or beaver,) what- 
ever it muy be, cut out on a spar und set 
on end at thoir. door and when doud will givo 
(hem a roapecUble pole, box and copror 
plate to make t be i r raDk in life, the polo 
boing sot up nn un end with tbo body in the 
Dox ar.d the copper plato underneath. This 
seems to have boon the case with the people 
who le't thoso eairne. When a chief died all 
tha friends und tribe camo and filled up his 
oairn, ho having had the means to give them 
presents. Tbos they in turn raised a biiih 
and peifect cairn. To the poor they raised 
a mean cairn. Sometimes we find a long 
mouud with two cr three little ones siound 
them. Thoso little ones 1 think mast have 
been the slaves of tha deceased or tbo chil- 
dren perhaps. Let us turn to the pages ol 
the past r.nd fejicy oursolvcs in the habita- 
tions of the primitive people. Should b 
a Cbiel or a warrior die or bo killed in 
battles, wood is gathered and a pile 
raisod. The body is placed ou tho top of it, 
a lire is kindled, it smokes and bluz'-s, the 
body is cot Burned, a bole is being dug, the 
ashes arc gatlieted and put away in Iho bole, 
(ihe receptacle in the inner circle) lurge^llit 
stones aro thrown in and tbo mouud is piled 
up. It is fiuished, ami tho ashes are left to 
their long repose. Somewhat alter the man- 
uer ol the early Saxoos, as is described in 
un ancient poem — the advouturos ol Boo. 
dulf :— 

Then th- Vltoji, weeping,

A Child Burned to Death— Sagacity of 
a Dog— TUe Mother 111 a Critical 
Condition. 



P, utJervis (N. Y.), Ddoember 24— 
A fearful aeoidont happened nt ifugo- 
aot, a small villa^o on tho ALontieello 
Railroad, north of this plaoo, Friday 
morning, by which alittlo gir', six years 
old met a horrible death, and Lor mothor 
fatul injurioi. A Mrs flogier, a widow 
aud her daughter .Liilio, lived in the 
family of Mr L-vi S. Van Etteo, ut 
Hagaoaot, As the family aat down 
to breakfast yesterday morning, thu 
little girl having boon lelt in tho sitting- 
room, tbey were Blurtied by piercing 
shrieks. Mr Von Elton and Airs 
Glagier rati at once to tho sitting-room 
and disooveied the littlo girl enveloped 
in llamcp. and an English bull-dog, 
belonging to Mr Van Etlcn, tear'ng 
tho burning clothis off hot- with his 
pawa f-"id teeth. He had already taken 
over half of her clothing off, and it is 
the opinion of Mr Van Elton that had 
ho been le't alone ho would have saved 
the litile girl'a life. Bat Mrs Glagier 
crazad at tho sight, rushed forward 
and clasped her child to her boscraatid held 
hor close thus baffling iho effort 
which the faithful dog made, although sing- 
ed and burned dreadfully himself, lo tear 
ofl the burning clothing. Mrs Gla^ior couid 
not be made to release her child uotil hot 
own clothing was on lir i ia many places, 
when the iwo wero lorn opart, und the 
flames upon the mother ejlinguished by tho 
dog tearing olf her oiothinc, an be hud en- 
doavottd lo do lor the cmul. The little 
girl was burned almost to n crisp. Ber 
screams and cries wire terrible, oud sho 
ben god Mr Van Etteri to kill her. A phy- 
sican was summoned as foon as possible, 
but be cculd render no aid, and the litile 
girl lingered in tbo moat intense agony until 
two o'clock Saturday morning, when sho 
died losine; consciousness a lew minutes 
before death. Mrs Ulegieris terribly burntd 
and lies in a critical condition. Very littlo 
hopo is entertained of hor recovery. The 
dog tbat exhibited mote lhan human saga, 
city Io its elForts lo save ihe child had be,m 
her conbtant company, having been raised 
with her and taught to watch over her. 
Hince the burial tl tbo chi d occurred ho 
wanders Irom room to room, as if searching 
lor her, uttering a plaiot've whino. expres- 
sive ol nis griol. He t ikes no food, and it is 
bolieved ho will pioe to dou'.h.
